Voting on Censorship 

EW state referendums in the late election 
received so much attention as the^vote on 
the censorship of movies in Massachu¬ 
setts. The final total showed ii votes against 
4 in favor of censorship in 753,000 votes. The 
wide-spread interest is shown by the fact that 
this was the largest vote ever cast in the state 
on a direct issue. There was considerable sup¬ 
port among the churches for the measure but 
the press was almost a unit in opposition, point¬ 
ing out that the state already held ample power 
to conrtol. One state, then, decides that the way 
toward improved conditions is not by state 
boards acting with some impossible theory of 
what constitutes a moral film. 

In her recent address at the National Arts 
Qub, Mary Austin put her finger on one of 
the difficulties that render futile state com¬ 
mittees and vice societies: that is, that the honest 
book gets pilloried and the almost-on-the-verge- 
but-intentionally-suggestive books gets by. The 
public is usually mistaken in thinking that book 
suppression is profitable to author and pub¬ 
lisher. It is not. There has been no profit for 
either in Dreiser’s “The Genius” which is still 
censored. There has not been even a margin 
to cover lawyers’ fees in the subsequent sales 
of “Jurgen” or “Women in Love.” The word- 
of-mouth gossip about the book or the film on 
the border line of decency is the sales propa¬ 
ganda that works. How are the standards of 
that big group which is interested in books or 
films on the border line to be elevated? That, 
all must admit is a long process, but the effort 
to do it must be made. 

Mr. Sumner has now suggested that book and 
periodical publishers be licensed with a forfeit 
of their bonds if they transgress. Transgress 
whose standard? Where does the public come 
in which may have good reason to read Rabe¬ 
lais, “Tom Jones,” Whitman’s poems or “Tess ?” 
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Creation by Appreciation 

^UPLED with the satisfaction which 
everyone finds in passing on to a new 
generation of readers the well-tested 
books of the past, is the pleasure of knowing 
that by helping to create an alert body of 
readers a condition is being established which 
makes it certain that good new books will be 
written. “To have great poets” said Whitman, 
“we must have great audiences, too.” 

The great audience which is being built up 
in this country for children’s books, guided as 
it is by the increasing number of enlightened 
leaders and well-informed parents is bound to 
have its effect on good creative work. A good 
book for children has always been considered 
to be sure of a long steady sale. It seems 
likely now that such books may hope for a 
large immediate sale as well as a long life. The 
double chance of success gives important sup¬ 
port, too, to the manufacturing plans of the 
publishers and their expenditures for illustra¬ 
tions and make-up. These can be on a more 
generous scale now for children’s books than 
for almost any other type of book. 

With this encouragement to publish new 
books there is likely to grow up in our review¬ 
ing mediums a more adequate criticism of the 
publications in this field. Books for children 
should have the same treatment by the review¬ 
ers as adult fiction or poetry. Unbiased, well- 
informed, sympathetic reviewing will be the 
next step in developing the literature for chil¬ 
dren. 

Selling Technical Books 

ECENT comments on the selling of bus¬ 
iness books thruout the country indicate 
that the movement which began a few 
years ago to make these a permanent part of 
the general bookstore has not lost ground but 
has gained, and there are few cities in which 
a customer cannot expect to find some intelli¬ 
gent service in this field. 

Some day the same thing will be said of 
technical books, and, for the health of the 
business and for the benefit of the customers, 
this day ought to be hastened. Progress in 
this direction has been greatly retarded by the 
fact that many publishers of technical books 
do not care for a bookstore outlet and prefer 
to deal directly with the customer. This, how¬ 
ever, means that thousands of people who do 
not know the names of these publishers and 
do not get on their ma/Mng lists have no rea- 
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sonable chance to.examine this literature with 
a view to purchase. 

As one field of adult education as well as a 
sound direction of growth in the book busi¬ 
ness, the attention to technical books ought to 
be increased. Several publishers of high grade 
and popular books deal with bookstores, and 
from this material a healthy business can be 
developed. 

The Hudson Bibliography 

HE ANNOUNCEMENT of a complete 
W. H. Hudson bibliography, published in 
limited edition by the Bookmans Journal, 
London, and the Publishers' Weekly 
in this country, attracted Considerable atten¬ 
tion among collectors because of the fact that 
the editor was able to list an entirely new 
item that had not been previously recognized 
as a Hudson book. The edition has now 
come to hand—fifity only for the United 
States—and the item which has aroused so 
much attention proves to be a novel in three 
volumes, published in 1892 and called “Fan: 
the Story of a Young Girl's Life.” It is 
certainly news to Hudson collectors that he 
entered the field of the three-volume novel, 
not„ however, using his own name. The bib¬ 
liography shows that there are 'forty-two 
items in the Hudson collection besides the 
magazine material. 

Book Promotion by Aviation 

ONORABLE mention for taking the lead 
in using the aeroplane for book promo¬ 
tion must be awarded to Lloyd W. Josselyn, 
Librarian of Birmingham, Ala. Mr. Josselyn 
flew from Birmingham to Chattanooga for a 
library convention, and, as he passed overhead, 
he let fly some hundreds of the Year Round 
Bookselling promotion cards, on the reverse o\ 
which was printed the story of their origin and 
of the trip that was being made. Both Mr. 
Josselyn and the Year Round Bookselling Com¬ 
mittee would be interested to receive word from 
people who may have found one of these fly¬ 
ing messages. 

One of the most interesting and significant 
features of book distribution developments of 
the past year has been the increasing activity in 
the South, and the Children’s Book Week Com¬ 
mittee has received many reports of celebra¬ 
tions, both in libraries and bookstores. 

Licensing of Publishers Suggested 

PEAKING before the National Arts Club 
on November 7th, John S. Sumner warned 
the publishers that, if no progress was made 
toward cleaning up the situation with regard 
to criticized books, the public would take 
active steps toward some new method of ijcon- 
trol: 


“If a certain element in the publishing busi¬ 
ness continues to publish degrading matter, and 
the other element complacently sits back and 
takes no steps to discourage these harmful ac¬ 
tivities, it is possible to imagine that a revenue- 
producing measure might be enacted provid¬ 
ing for the licensing of book and periodical 
publishers, the requirement of a bond in con¬ 
nection therewith, and the forfeiture of a 
license where an act is committed in the course 
of publication inimical to the best interests of 
the state.” 

Mr. Sumner pointed out the connection that 
had developed between “Simon Called Peter” 
and the Hall-Mills murder mystery and criti¬ 
cised the courts in their handling of the 
“Jurgen” case in that it was withdrawn from 
jury tri^ and released on the opinion of one 
judge. 

Carl Van Doren, the literary editor of 
Century Magazine, said that censorship had 
in all history been a failure, in the religious, 
political and imaginative field of writing. He 
felt that the existence of extra legal bodies was 
unnecessary and that, if a book were offensive, 
public opinion would discover the fact and 
reject it. 

Mary Austin spoke of the fact that the “any- 

thing-goes-provided-she-saves-her-honor” style 

of book needed curtailment more than the 
books that have been brought into court and 
yet there was no restraint put upon them. She 
considered “Jurgen” no better than a collec¬ 
tion of stories such as would be told by men 
in a Pullman smoker. 

To Study Classical Education 

A FUND of $110,000 is now available for 
investigation of classical education in 
American secondary schools, according to an 
article in the New York Times of October 19. 

Dean West of the Princeton Graduate 
School is President of the American Classical 
League. He made the following statement: 

“The General Education Board has just ap¬ 
propriated $50,000 to continue and complete 
the investigation of classical education in 
American secondary schools. This is in ad¬ 
dition to the $60,000 previously appropriated, 
making a total of $110,000. The investigation 
is being conducted by the American Classical 
League and will be completed January i, 1924* 
About 125,000 pupils in about 750 schools are 
being tested for a period of two years. The 
United States Bureau of Education, The Col¬ 
lege Entrance Examination Board, The De¬ 
partment of Education for the State of New 
York, together with other educational bodies 
are co-operating in the work. Valuable in¬ 
formation regarding changes and improve¬ 
ments in English and French classical educa¬ 
tion is being secured.” 
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Books and the Human Race

fA talk given at the Chicago Booksellers’ League 
at the October meeting]. 

E meet tonight upon the common 
ground of a kindred craftsmanship 
and a community of interest. We 
are engaged in the same occupation, working 
toward the same ultimate end, namely, to 
bring books and people together. True, we 
differ somewhat as to method, each of us, 
librarians and booksellers having developed 
a technique best adapted to the primary object 
of our activities—^yours, to sell, ours to lend 
books. 

But if we were asked what we were 
primarily engaged in our respective occupations 
for, we should, I suppose, both make the same 
answer, that, first of all we were trying to 
make a living. Secondly, perhaps, we should 
confess that we were trying to make a record: 
you, that of selling as many books as possible, 
we, that of lending as many as oossible. 

Neither of us, however, would be content to 
stop with these two claims, for we both harbor 
the common conviction that what we are really 
in this business for is something beyond, and 
higher than these mere shopkeeping ideals. 
We may be only dimly conscious of this other 
and more compelling influence which holds its 
sway over us; which makes us prefer to stay in 
this business when we might make a better 
living in some other; which has made us 
ministers in a common profession. But whether 
we clearly perceive and acknowledge it or only 
vaguely submit to it, we are both alike subjects 
and servants of the power that resides in the 
commodity, rather the commodities, in which 
we deal. For our stock in trade is, on the 
whole, among the most ancient and dignified 
of the manifestations of divine grace in the 
world—^books and the human race, and our 
common mission is to bring these two together, 
not alone for our profit nor for our accomplish¬ 
ment of the day’s work, but to the end that 
books may lend their impetus to that momentum 
which thru the successive ages is driving 
humanity onward and upward to its destiny. 

Now, a book is, after all, but a frail, poorly- 
contrived product of man’s handiwork, mechan¬ 
ically by no means a credit to his vaunted in¬ 
genuity. Composite of paper, twine, leather, 
glue; weak in structure, perishable and short¬ 
lived, its fair white pages defaced with row 
on row of inky hieroglyphs that to the initiate 
connote the struggles of some bemused mortal 
to transmit thoughts most often not worth the 


thinking, much less the transmitting, to tell 
tales or sing songs much better left untold ory 
unsung.YA s one wanders thru the long galler-’ 
ies of a great library it is impossible not to 
sense the grim, sardonic tragedies of blasted 
hopes, of futile labors, of life blood poured 
out and minds emptied of their meagre stores 
in the creation of this vast horde of books. 
Not one, even the meanest and most trivial 
among them, but has caused the sweat of 
travail to gather on its author’s brow. Not 
one but has imprisoned in it something of a 
human mind, some fragment of a life, some 
shadow of a soul. Albeit, no single reader’s 
eye may ever have caught its reflection, yet' 
the gleam of a spirit enkindled with purpose^ 
confidence, even consecration, once, at least, 
illumined these pages, flickering and unreal 
tho its light and labors proved to be! And 
each one was once the fond and cherished 
handiwork of a proud author who sent it forth, 
the ship of his dreams, weighted with all his 
hopes and fears, to skim the waves of popular 
favor, to be wafted hither and yon by the 
winds of destiny and sooner or later, to sink, 
leaden and water-logged beneath the flood. 
Cockleshell, fishing smack and wind-jammer; 
full-rigged clipper and majestic ocean grey¬ 
hound, on they come, slipping from the ways 
into the tide and disappearing over the horizon 
to be seen no more—all but the few, the very 
few, whose fate it is to join the immortal 
argosies that sail on and on forever down the 
ocean of time. 

is out of such material that librarians 
have fashioned a living, moving organism, a 
force for righteousness and enlightenment, a 
contribution toward the progress and advance¬ 
ment of their generation and to the consumma¬ 
tion of that 

'‘one far-off divine event, toward which 

the whoile creation moves.'” > 

And out of the methods ihit the librarian 
has developed in dealing with this force, and 
administering this potent influence in his daily 
work he has brought together a body of 
doctrine and practice upon which he dares to' 
base a claim to professional dignity and to 
call librarianship a profession, aligning himself 
with those ancient and honorable professions 
that minister to the great and fundamental 
needs of mankind, the needs of the soul of 
men, of their bodies and of their rights andl 
liberties—religion, medicine and law. 
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It is a g'lorioqs cornpany to whid^ the 
librarian thus claims admittan<;e, but he bases 
his claim upon his own firm belief in the power 
of the book for good or ill. He sees it as an 
outward and visible sign of an inward and 
spiritual grace, and he conscientiously seeks 
to realize and employ, and never to violate or 
pervert, that tremendous power which is gen¬ 
erated in the contact of the open and re¬ 
ceptive mind of a reader with a book. He 
believes that there is no more intimate human 
relationship than that established between the 
eye with the mind behind it and the printed 
page. And he conceives of his functions as of 
professional dignity because he believes in the 
validity of his contribution, not, in terms of 
service, to the work of the world, but rather 
in terms of a ministry which is the work of 
the professions.^. 

“For every profession is a ministry. There 
was a time when the lawyer scorned to accept 
a fee, and served the ends of justice for its 
sake alone; when the office of priest, physician 
and teacher, often united in one person, were 
offered up as equally to the glory of God. And 


tho, in the complexities of modern life and 
the changes wrought by the passing ages, the 
professions have abandoned some of the ideals 
of the past, yet we shall find that they have 
not altogether forsaken their professional vows 
by which they were dedicated to the service of 
humanity, which is a ministry, even while they 
engaged in the service of men. That margin 
surrounding the day's work which is to be kept 
clean and fair so that upon it may be in¬ 
scribed the enduring contributions of each age 
to the next is what sets apart the professions, 
and every human occupation which contrives 
to keep such a margin for the service of 
humanity apart from its service to men has 
equally the right to professional recognition. 

“To you, who sell books, therefore, we who 
only lend them send over the call to take your 
place among the professions. Surely your 
title reads as clear as ours. Imbued with the 
same ideals, swayed by the same influences, 
held to your labors by the same subtle con¬ 
sciousness of a duty to strive for more than 
the fruits of the day’s work and the triumphs 
of the market place.

u ^ rES, of course,” said the book store man, 
Y “I know they sell books by mail. But 
I have neither the ability nor the facili¬ 
ties that is necessary. I can’t get up these 
circulars or 'broadsides' or whatever you call 
them—and it costs too much.” 

The remark could have been made in any 
one of a dozen bookstores I know, because 
the proprietors frequently miss the points 
advocated by these letter writing enthusiasts 
who are constantly telling folks how to sell 
more goods by mail. I have heard this objec¬ 
tion raised and it is all right as far as it goes 
—but it doesn't go far enough. 

The business of selling books by mail does 
not mean that a man must of necessity make 
some print shop wealthy. The broadsides 
and other mailing pieces more or less common 
to this field are not the only methods of 
reaching the public mind and purse. From 
more than one angle, they are the least 
desirable. 

My experience in handling mail order work 
for retailers has emphasized in my mind the 
importance of the inexpensive but consistent 


presentation of a story frequently. That is 
a gradual process of making friends, of 
spreading one's name before many prospec¬ 
tive customers and of reminding those who 
already are customers that you are still inter¬ 
ested in serving them. The method need not 
be elaborate but I contend that it must be 
persistent and consistent. Let us cite examples. 

A book appears called “The Cruise of the 
Hippocampus,” by Alfred F. Loomis. It is 
obviously a story that will be of interest to 
people who like boats. Then why not get a 
list of boat owners from whatever municipal 
or state office in your locality registers them? 
You could write them a letter like this: 

You're the skipper of a “tight little 
craft” yourself—^you certainly ought to 
be interested in this book, “The Cruise 
of the Hippocampus.** 

It is written by Alfred F. Loomis and 
it is the story of a little yawl which 
sailed all the way from Hell Gate to 
the Gatun Locks in the Canal Zone 
under the hands of four genuine fel¬ 
lows. The story is written in a breezy, 
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amusing style; it is chock full of pic¬ 
tures and has an appeal to the boat 
lover that a landlubber misses entirely. 

Better tack over this way and look 
at it. You'll like it. 

It shouldn’t cost you over $2.50 to have 
1000 letters like this multigraphed with no 
“fill-in”—for $2.50 more you can get some 
high school typewriting student to address 
the envelopes (providing you have no typist 
or stenographer in your own place). Using 
a trick envelope now so common in mail work 
(called “penny savers” or something like 
that), you can virtually make a second class 
letter look like a sealed piece. The total 
cost on this economical basis, then, would be 
$15 or $20 for a thousand letters. If you 
were able to call each one of that looo list 
up by telephone and give them this message 
personally, you would feel that you had ac¬ 
complished a nice piece of publicity work. 
Yet by mail you can do the same thing at a 
fraction of the trouble and at a saving of 
from $30 to $35. 

As straight publicity it would be worth 
while because it would bring your shop to 
the mind of a good list of prospects in a 
timely and appropriate way. If you would 
do that once a month for a whole year, pick¬ 
ing a different list frequently, you would find 
a great many new faces wandering into your 
shop week by week. But this sort of adver¬ 
tising has still another virtue. Profitable even 
tho it sells nothing, you still have an oppor¬ 
tunity to cash in on, say, 5 per cent of the 
list approached. Fifty sales from this letter 
bringing you $100 in cash ought to cover the 
cost of your work with something to spare. 

This is a fair estimate and a reasonable 
hope. But my whole point is that you are 
coming out all right with no sales at all for 
the simple reason that you make 1000 people 
think and talk about your shop at a reasonable 
cost. And constant dropping wears away a 
stone. 

Many other ideas suggest themselves. There 
is Chauncey M. Depew’s book, “My Memories 
of Eighty Years.” Walter Page’s “Life and 
Letters” or Morgenthau’s “All in a Life Time” 
come to mind with the same suggestion. That 
is to have a few school boys bring you the 
names of several hundred citizens 60 years 
old or older. The cost will be next to nothing 
and the result will be a list of splendid 
prospects for any one or all of the three books 
mentioned. 

Then there is Bertram Gayton’s book, “The 
Gland Stealers.” It is a facetious treatment 
of the great modern stampede for monkey 
glands. I know of no better group of people 
to approach with a book like this than the 
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medical and nursing professions. Doctors, 
dentists and nurses ought all to be ready 
buyers—and the business of getting their 
names is usually not more difficult than a trip 
to the library and a search thru the meffical 
directory. 

A letter for this purpose might read some-, 
thing after this style: 

This is a warning to the Medical Pro¬ 
fession “and allied trades.” It is to the 
effect that you must indulge in a consid¬ 
erable degree of discretion in your use 
of Monkej" Glands on the popular cam¬ 
paign for Eternal Youth. 

Bertram Gayton has written a book, 
“The Gland Stealers” which goes into 
this subject very intensively and not 
without a decided sense of humor. In 
fact, it is a very humorous book on a 
serious subject. 

If you will read it you will discover 
some of the awful things re-glanded 
grandpas have been doing since the 
Elixir of Life has been put up in pack¬ 
age form. It will make you a better 
practitioner—^at least a more cheerful 
one. Try one dose and see for your¬ 
self. 

A.nother idea for this same book might be 
worked—send it to a list of Osteopaths and 
Chiropractios in your county or stalte. If 
there is anybody who likes to laugh at the 
M.D., it is the member of either of these 
schools of therapy. So they look like fine 
prospects for “The Gland Stealers.” 

There is no limit to the possibilities of 
selling books and advertising your book store 
by mail. Hergesheimer’s book, “The Bright 
Shawl,” deals with Cuban life before the 
Spanish-American War. A letter to a list of 
Spanish-American “vets” if you have such an 
organization in your state, would create readers 
of “The Bright Shawl.” The American Legion 
roll might be tried, too. 

Other things suggest themselves on differ¬ 
ent lines. A girl announces her engagement. 
She is, for the time being at least, in a 
romantic mood. It would do no harm to make 
an effort to sell her some love stories—and 
it might help the pending marriage! Another 
couple tie the knot and the news is published 
in the paper. You certainly have many books^ 
not only fiction but books on home economics^ 
married life, sex and whatnot. The newli- 
weds can use them—tell them so. 

In other words, being a modern “man of 
letters” simply means possessing the ability 
and desire to hook up a book store with cur¬ 
rent events. It is a splendid way to increase 
one’s business as well as one’s acquaintances^ 
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Another List of Fifty 


H arry HANSEN in the book pages of the 
Chicago Daily News has hit upon a 
good method of developing book in¬ 
terest by reprinting various lists of fifty favorite 
books, starting with one from Ben Hecht, and 
another from Chicago’s well beloved bookseller, 
Frank H. Morris. 

Being a bookseller’s selection and represent¬ 
ing the type of books that one bookman in a 
long career has not only read and reread but 
must have urged many times upon others, Frank 
Morris’s list is of special value. The book¬ 
seller has many advantages over other book 
lovers, even over the librarians, because he can 
push his favorite books as widely into use as 
opportunity permits, and his livelihood is 
bettered by this honest and well-directed en¬ 
thusiasm. 

If the psychoanalyst who read Mr. Hecht’s 
character from his list of fifty books should 
turn to the list of Frank Morris, he might get 
a rather accurate picture of this dean of the 
Middle Western book-trade.

Mr. Morris says of his list in the Chicago 
Daily Nctvs: “In naming the ‘fifty best 
books,’ it is to be understood that I am not set¬ 
ting up as a critic of parts. I am quite aware 
that prompt exception will be taken to many of 
my selections. My effort, however, has been to 
be honest with myself, not always an easy 
matter and to name not those books which I 
think I should name because time and a ma¬ 
jority of critics have awarded them the laurel 
wreath, but those which have given me the 
greatest happiness. In other words, here are 
the books that for me turned out to be the 
best, those which I remember most vividly 
and with the greatest satisfaction. A great 
many books have passed thru my hands in the 
last forty years, and many of them have passed 
under my eyes; that is, I have read them. Books 
that have received the enthusiastic praise of 
others have left me cold in some instances; 
those, for me, were not the ‘best’ books. Books 
that I have loved have left others cold; for 
them, they were not the ‘best’ books. It is quite 
proper, I think, that this should be so. Mani¬ 
festly, if all were agreed on the ‘fifty best 
books,’ there would be small interest in such an 
exchange of opindon as the Daily News is now 
gathering; and fifty books would be about all 
the world would need. 

Possibly there will be some smiles for certain 
titles on my list. It may amuse some readers 
to find me namii^ ‘Mr. Midshipman Easy’ and 
‘Micah Qarke,’ for instance; but these are not 
hooks of an hour or a day. I have read them, 
and the others I have named, many times, and I 
have liked them none the less on my latest read¬ 
ing. I have renewed my initial thrills with each 
reading, and this has been the case also with 
‘The Red Badge of Courage,’ with ‘The^ Three 
Musketeers’ and with Poe’s ‘Tales.* Further¬ 
more, I hope to read every book I have named 
again, and perhaps still again. That is the old

test, isn’t it?—and it is the best test, I believe. 
One thing is certain: on any list of whatever 
length, that I might name, Walton’s *Com- 
pleat Angler’ would stand first! it has always 


been a favorite with the old bookman; and I 
am no exception. Otherwise, the books I have 
named are not necessarily in the order of my 
preference.

Marking of Books from England and for Canada 


B oth in connection with the importing of 
books from England and the exporting 
of books from here to Canada, the ques¬ 
tion of clearly and permanently marking the 
country of origin has become increasingly im¬ 
portant. Publishers both in England and in 
America are now careful to see that the books 
are imprinted, but the difficulty is with books 
already manufactured when such restrictions 
were not enforced. Our Customs regulation on 
imported books has always called for a mark 
of the country of origin, but the trade union 
representatives, appearing before the Treasury 
Department last spring, insisted that this should 
be made more conspicuous than was sometimes 
the custom, and the Department has decided 
that the mark, “Made in U. S. A.” (or the 
equivalent) should be on the face or the back 
of the title page and that the English printer’s 
mark, customarily found at the end of the text, 
would not be satisfactory. 

The great difficulty in such a decision is due 
to the fact that, unlike other merchandise, there 


is a great deal of business done with books al¬ 
ready manufactured. The National Association 
of Book Publishers has endeavored to get re¬ 
lief at this point by making the reasonable re¬ 
quest that the new regulations apply only to 
books with the date 1923 or subsequent. This 
would be justified by the wording of the law 
which specifies such marking for goods “capable 
of being so marked.” It seems a correct inter¬ 
pretation to say that goods made five years ago 
were not capable of being manufactured under 
rulings only applied in 1922. As books of 
earlier date could not possibly be competitive 
with those printed today, this would seem to be 
entirely satisfactory. 

Dr. Raney of Johns Hopkins University Li¬ 
brary, speaking for the libraries, has also put 
in a plea for relief, but has made the plea for 
libraries and schools only. The Treasury De¬ 
partment granted a hearing at Washington on 
October 27th, before Assistant Secretary Clif¬ 
ford to Dr. Raney of the American Library 
Association Book Buying Committee, H. H. V. 
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Meyer of the Federal Relations Committee of 
the A. L. A. and John Macrae of the National 
Association of Book Publishers. Mr. Macrae 
claimed that any ruling of relief should apply 
to books intended for private purchase and con¬ 
sumption as well as for library purchase and 
use, as the hindrance to legitimate interchange 
of literature was as aggravating and unforhm- 
ate for the individual buying for himself as for 
the individual who might choose to borrow. 

The printers in their statement to the 
Treasury claimed that certain publishers were 
putting imprints on perforated pages and then 
eliminating them in this country. As far as 
the book-trade is aware, this practice has never 
been tried, and the advantage of it to the im¬ 
porter seems to be very dubious. As with the 
other claim of the unions made in the tariff 
hearings, that America., publishers were send¬ 
ing books by American authors abroad to be 
manufactured, it seems impossible to find ex¬ 
amples of the practice. 

The correcting of conditions in connection 
with periodicals would be more difficult than 
with books, as it would be almost impossible to 
get all the publishers of foreign periodicals, 
serials and government reports to mark their 
publications according to an American Customs 
ruling, tho the same situation now holds with 
American material going to Canada. 


The new regulations for Canada also have 
needed interpretation. They also have been 
held up some months awaiting final report. The 
important paragraph as far as marking is con¬ 
cerned states that, “Merchandise must be 
marked ‘Made in United States' or words to 
that effect or have the name of the publisher 
accompanied by the name of the country or a 
place in a state or other division of the country 
where the goods have been produced.” This 
would seem on the face of it to indicate that 
the address of the publisher in Chicago or New 
York would be sufficient, but the Department 
of Customs in Ottawa has ruled that this 
would not be a satisfactory indication of the 
country of origin, “in as much as the dty in 
which the producing company is located is 
given without being accompanied by the name 
of the state or the country in which that city 
is situated.” This is the same point that the 
United States Customs House Officials make in 
claiming that “London” or “Berlin” is not a 
sufficient indication of the Cv untry of origin, 
and, as most title pages contain the city address 
only, it becomes necessary to have fuller in¬ 
formation on the face or back of the title page. 
As in the case of the imports from England, 
the chief difficulty will be with books previously 
remanufactured. The present production is be¬ 
ing carefully marked. 


International Congress of Publishers 


[An account translated from the French of the 
ad interim organization of the permanent Office^ at 
Berne and of the provisional committee of organiza¬ 
tion.] 

N the Summer of 1921, Messrs. P. W. van- 
Stockum of the Hague, and H. Lichten- 
hahn of Bale, representatives of Holland 
and Switzerland at the international Con¬ 
gress of Publishers, proposed to the members 
of the Congress, contrary to the expressed 
idea of the English, French and Belgian mem¬ 
bers, to keep up, under the title ad interim, 
the permanent office at Berne, and to carry 
on the work of the Congress until the return 
of more propitious days when the regular 
organization of the Society could be re¬ 
established. This proposal was accepted by 
the Publishers’ Associations of Denmark, Hol¬ 
land, Norway, Sweden and Switzerland, which 
declared themselves ready to defray alone, 
until further developments, the expenses of 
the international office. For the execution of 
this decision. Dr. R. von Stiirler of Berne, 
secretary of the Swiss Booksellers' Associa¬ 
tion, was given charge of the ad interim direc¬ 
tion of the Office; he took matters in hand 
in the summer of 1921 as follows: 

First, the financial affairs of the original 
organization were settled and the balance 


turned over to the new secretary. All the 
belongings of the former association, such as 
furnishings, records, etc., were carefully dis¬ 
posed of or provided for. Next, a constitution 
for the provisory commission had to be supplied, 
and to this end P. W. van Stockum, former 
vice-president and, since the resignation of Mr. 
V. Ranschburg, acting president of the Con¬ 
gress, summoned delegates from the contrib¬ 
uting countries to a constituent assembly at 
Berne. This assembly was held May 24, 1922, 
with the following program: 

1. Opening speech of the president. Report 
on the actual provisory situation. Resignation 
of Mr. Ranschburg. 

2. Reorganization of the. Congress. Defini¬ 
tive constitution for the ad interim interna¬ 
tional Commission. Nomination of the od 
interim secretary. 

3. Report of the financial situation by the 
ad interim secretary. 

4. Program of action: 

(a) Florence Book Fair. 

(b) New general assembly for 1923. 

(c) Relations with the dissenting asso¬ 
ciations. 

5. Republishing certain out-of-print pub¬ 
lications. 
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Besides representatives from all the adher¬ 
ing countries except Sweden and Norway, 
whose delegates could not be present on ac¬ 
count of illness, there were, as invited guests, 
Victor Ranschburg, former president of the 
Congress, and Dr. E. Rdthlisberger, of Berne, 
Director of the International Bureau for the 
Protection of Literary and Artistic Works. 

The meeting proceeded much as planned. 
The principles adopted for the continuation, 
under the title ad interim, of the activities of 
the Congress, were briefly as follows: 

The termination of the affairs of the Con¬ 
gress and its office is in any case to be 
avoided; it is to prevent this fliat the pub¬ 
lishers of the above mentioned countries have 
undertaken to carry on the work provisionally. 

The secretary shall administer the funds of 
the former organization as they were handed 
to him in May, 1921, and shall make an annual 
report of this which shall be sent to all the 
former members of the Congress. 

The expenses of the ad interim secretary¬ 
ship shall be borne entirely by the afore¬ 
mentioned national associations. There shall 
be a published report every year which will 
be available also for all the former members. 
The continuation of the activities is assured 
by the appointing of (a) a provisory com¬ 
mittee composed of a delegate from each of 
the interested countries, and (b) an ad interim 
secretary charged with the direction of the 
permanent office. Every country which for¬ 
merly belonged to the Congress, as well as 
any state which has a Publishers' Association, 
can be represented on the ad interim com¬ 
mission on condition of sharing the expenses 
of the office and the carrying out of the es¬ 
tablished program. The provisory committee 
decides, until further notice, upon the accept¬ 
ance of new members. 

All these measures are taken with the one 
idea of favoring the complete resimiption of 
business when the original organization shall 
be re-established as soon as circumstances 
permit. The ad interim committee insists 
upon its provisory character, and it makes a 
point of emphasizing its deep desire to see, as 
soon as possible, a complete restoration of the 
Congress on the basis it formerly had. 

P. W. \'an Stockum and Ove Tryde were 
chosen president and vice-president of the 
Provisory Committee. Dr. R. von Sturlcr, 
of Berne, was appointed secretary. He will 
have charge of the provisory office. 

Number 4 on the order of the day was 
passed over for lack of seeming immediate 
importance; it was the same with number 5, 
for the means available are not sufficient just 
now to warrant the undertaking of reprinting 
out-of-print editions. 

The meeting was closed with a few words 
from President W. P. van Stockum: 


“Gentlemen: The order of the day has been 
carried out, and the work which we had pro¬ 
posed to do is finished. I hope, and I truly 
believe, that it will be said we have attained 
mr aim, that is, the aim of remaking anew 
our Congress which we love so well; and 
that from reading the record of our assembly 
the impression will be given that we have 
intentionally left a door open to give the ab¬ 
sent ones a chance to come back again, and 
that our friends of yesterday will be received 
and welcomed with open arms and with hearty 
cheers. 

Gentlemen, let us hope that they will not 
keep us waiting too long.”

It wasn't 
half an hour later that a man came in and 
bought a copy of Street’s “Rita Coventry.” 
As I was wrapping it up, he observed, “I 
stopped in at Crandall's to get that book, but I 
couldn't get waited on.” “Were they busy?” 
I asked “Busy?” he returned. “No, they 
weren't busy, but their clerks would let you 
wander around there an hour before they 
would speak to you.” So you see, here we 
have in a half hour two diametrically opposite 
criticisms of Crandall's, and no doubt Cran¬ 
dall's hear similar comments about us. 

“I don’t see,” said Miss Porter, “how we can 
possibly please them all. Some want prompt 
service, others want to be left to their own 
selection, and you offend them whatever you 
do.” 

“It's true,” said Mr. Brown, judicially, “that 
we can’t please them all.” But my lesson from 
this incident is that we must all be psycholog- 


is-ts, students of human nature and that we must 
make a study of our patrons. Those who come 
regularly, it ought to be easy to classify. Then, 
we won’t make the mistake of recommending 
books to old Mr. Slawton and have him say, 
“bah'’ to us with the plain inference thati he 
desired n o opinions 
from mere salesmen. 
We will know* that 
Mrs. Johnson is al¬ 
ways forty minutes 
late for a club or the 
matinee and must have 
instant service, and we 
will know that Pro¬ 
fessor Betters likes tjo 
look around about 
twice a week and that 
once a month he will 
buy a book if no o»ne 
urges him to do so.'’ 

“Yes,” said Miss 
Temple, “and we’ll 
know that Mr. Rod- 
kin likes books on 
outdoor life.” 

“That’s true,” replied Mr. Brown, “but it 
isn’t quite the point of tonight’s discussion. 
Some other time, I want to discuss thoroly the 
question of learning the customer’s tastes, but 
now we are thinking of distinguishing between 
the patron who wants service and the one who 
wants to browse around.” 

“Do you think there is as much browsing 
around as there used to be ?” asked Mr. Gordon 
who always liked to analyze conditions and 
events. 

“I doubt that there is,” replied Mr. Brown. 
“We live in a busy age and in an age that 
thinks itself a great deal busier and more 
strenuous than it really is. A lot of men fiddle 
away a great deal of time and yet to hear them 
talk you would think their lives consisted of an 
unceasing flow of breathless activity. It isn't 
so much that men are too busy as that they 
have lost the spirit of leisure. Why, there isn’t 
any better fun than putting in an hour or so in 
a bookstore looking at the books that catch the 
eye, glancing at a page here, a paragraph 
there.” 

“Don’t you think we ought to encourage the 
habit?” asked Miss Lister. 



SHALL SHE SPEAK TO HIM OR SHALL SHE NOT? 
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“We certainly should/’ Mr. Brown agreed, 
“and the way to handle the browser or the 
potential browser is to make him feel completely 
at home. Never follow him aroimd, never 
urge him to buy, never look disappointed when 
he leaves without a purchase. Invite him to 
•ome again. You can occasionally make a com¬ 
ment about some book you have read. Ask him 
his opinion. Nothing pleases a man more than 
to show him that you value his opinion.” 

“That’s true,” put in Gordon. “Even that 
old grouch Slawton isn’t immune to that kind 
of flattery. One day he bought a Ca n ad ian 
novel by Hemon. He was in the store a week 
later. When I spoke to him, he scowled, but 
when I said I wanted to know if I could safely 
recommend the book to others, he beamed all 
over. “You can,” he said, “to people who know 
a good book when they read it—^not to numb¬ 
skulls.” 

“I think we can sec,” said Mr. Brown, “that 
it isn’t very hard to classify properly the cus¬ 
tomers we know. The big job is to distinguish 
the transient. Does he want quick service, or 


does he want to be let alone? There’s where 
we get a chance to use our judgment. One 
thing is perfectly safe. We can and should ad¬ 
dress each customer. From his reply and from 
the manner of his reply, we can learn much 
of his desires. If he merely answers your 
salutation without requesting anything, you 
may be reasonably sure that he would like a 
little time to look around, get his bearings be¬ 
fore he will need further attention. On the 
other hand, the patron with a definite desire to 
make a purchase and leave as quickly as pos¬ 
sible should not be hard to recognize. At this 
point we decide success or failure in handling 
the casual customer. To make a mistake in 
recognizing the type of service required is all 
too likely to alienate this casual customer who 
is probably making a first visit and whose good¬ 
will and steady patronage can be won by giv¬ 
ing him adequate service which is as much 
attention as he wants—but is emphatically no 
more, 

“I think that is all for this time. Good¬ 
night.” 


A Booklist that Stimulates Reading 


B ooksellers have frequently com¬ 
mented on the demands that come to the 
stores from booklists that appear in the 
back of other volumes. These lists get the 
readers’ attention just at the moment when 
the subject is most in their minds, when they 
are most likely to be looking for other vol¬ 
umes to carry the subject further. Often 
the bibliographies contained in technical and 
professional books contain only such material 
and pamphlets as are not ordinarily found in 
the bookstores, and this throws in more 
interesting relief such a booklist as is found 
in the volume just published by Matthew 
Bender & Company of New York, entitled 
“The Problem of Proof” by Albert S. Osborn, 
a law book discussing the general question of 
disputed documents as they are handled in 
trials. 

In the list of books suggested for lawyers 
who are stud)dng this subject, a list of some 
fifty titles, the following books show the 
range of selection: 

Richard C. Cabot, M.D. “Training and Re¬ 
wards of the Physician.” Lippincott, 1918. 
A book, like that by Professor Osier here 
listed, stimulating to any professional man, 
whether he makes bridges, prepares briefs, 
or writes prescriptions. 

John Dewey. ”How We Think.” Heath, 1910. 
A stimulating and suggestive little book. 
Read it all. 

Charles Dickens, "Bleak House” and “The 
Pickwick Papers,” 1853, 1836. 


The reading of “Jarndyce and Jarndyce,” 
and the case of “Bardell vs. Pickwick” 
should be a requirement for admission to 
the bar.

Nobel Prize Awarded to

This was a costume 
party, to which the children were asked, on 
Saturday, November 18th, at 3 o’clock. There 
were eight prizes of $5 each for boys and girls 
of different ages and another one of $25 for 
the best costume of all. Each child who ap¬ 
peared in a costume also received a box of 
candy, and advance registration was required, 
as the number was limited to 300 contestants. 
Mrs. Miller and Miss Pennington of the chil¬ 
dren’s bookshop were responsible for all the 
interesting details, ^n 6 ^ the judges included the 
president of the Denver Art Association, the

One of the special features was the “Heidi” 
window. The scene was worked out similar to 
the Jessie Willcox Smith illustration, showing 
“Heidi” leaning against a pine tree with her 
arm around a white goat. To the right is 
Grandfather’s weather-beaten cabin, with a 
pane of glass missing, just as it is in the pic¬ 
ture. Grandfather is sitting on a bench out¬ 
side the door. Peter sits near him looking up, 
and the ground is covered with moss and rocks. 
The background is an Alpine scene patterned 
on canvass. The figures are character dolls 
and duplicate in all their expressions and cos¬ 
tume the figures in the illustration. When the 
children gathered, the “Pied Piper” led them 
in procession thru the store before they re¬ 
turned to the book department to receive their 
prizes.

A model children’s library of one hundred 
volumes was shown in the Washington Street 
show window of Lauriat Co., Boston, and the 
newspapers carried their invitation to the public 
“To Look It Over: Think It Over.” 


Church Cooperation with 
Children’s Book Week 

B elieving that the pulpit would be as 
much interested as the schools in the em¬ 
phasis on better children’s reading, George W. 
Jacobs Company of Philadelphia, which is 
recognized as the headquarters for the 
Episcopalian Church, sent out special letters to 
all of the Episcopalian clergymen in Philadel¬ 
phia or within a radius of 150 miles, 500 letters 
altogether. They suggested that announcements 
about the Week might be carried on church 
bulletins and that the whole subject might be 
most appropriate for discussion at young peo¬ 
ple’s meetings.

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Reminiscences of a Book Scout

XVI. FISHERMAN’S LUCK 


S EVERAL times I have mentioned an old 
Scotch friend of mine who whacks the 
bushes for books out in West Jersey. I 
meet him quite frequently in places where books 
are apt to congregate and we hunt together 
until four or five o’clock in the afternoon, and 
then we knock off for tea and muffins and con¬ 
versation. 

In one of these talks he confided to me the 
dearest wish of his heart. It wasn’t for fame 
or beauty, riches or glorious raiment. He 
has no desire for champagne colored socks, a 
motor, or to see his name on the title page of 
a best seller. 

“Before I die,'^ quoth he (why he should 
speak of dying I know not because with such 
a hallowed wish or hope in the heart one 
never grows old), “on a beautiful day in the 
fall when there is a tang in the air and all 
nature is arrayed in browns and tan and scar¬ 
let, I would like for you and me” (the dear 
unselfish man) “to find an old attic; one that 
no ruthless bookhimter’s hands had ever dis¬ 
turbed, virgin with the accumulation of a 
hundred years or more; and after we got up 
there,, find a couple of nice wide low-cushioned 
stools on which we could sit in comfort while 
we went thru the stacks of books. When the 
light commenced to fail the old white-haired 
owner would bring us a couple of lamps and 
we would sit and sit and work, and perhaps we 
might light a pipe. Then the wind would 
begin to whisper and sigh in the big pine 
trees surrounding the house, and maybe after 
a little if we were very good, the rain would 
commence to patter on the shingle roof and 
we would never get hungry and never think 
of our wives and children or anything; just 
make pile after pile of books and pamphlets, 
full of quaint and curious woodcuts and cop¬ 
pers, and old-fashioned type, and we would 
find things we had previously only read about; 
and finally we would load up a van and take 
them away, and for weeks and weeks we 
would sort, and eliminate the junk, and find 
new treasures every few minutes.” 

Certainly a pious, godly wish that ought 
to be gratified. 

And this is what happened. 

A few weeks ago my eldest son started to 
talk a fishing trip to me—he had visions of 
tramping the Canadian wilds carrying a hun- 
dred-and-fifty-pound load on a tump line, three 
to five-pound bass, and shooting bobcats and 
timber wolves, a la Stewart Edward White. 


I couldn’t see it myself, but agreed to go fish¬ 
ing if confined to reasonable distances. We 
got out the pup tent and the blankets, our 
tackle and eating tools, packed them on our 
backs and off we went. 

The first place we stopped was a preserved 
lake, and we settled in ai log cabin on a bluff 
above it. The lake was full of fish; bass, 
perch and catfish, and they were hungry. The 
owner visited us one day and said there were 
a few big bass and some pickerel there; but 
I guess somebody must have caught them 
when he wasn’t looking, as none of them came 
around while we were there. We put in four 
days of the busiest fishing I have ever done. 
How I hate a catfish. I bet we caught about 
two hundred, six inches long, and threw them 
all back except a few who had to be cut open 
to get the hooks out of their stomachs. 

It was pretty wild. A family of blue herons 
had its home there, also a few beaver; fish 
hawks, "kingfishers by the dozen, kildees and a 
wild dog kept us entertained in off-fishing 
moments. We moved to another lake about 
twenty miles distant and put up our tent. The 
first two days went by too quickly; the third 
night I woke up at ten minutes of three and 
thought I was freezing to death, but when I 
saw* the time, I put on my sweater, shoes and 
hat and rolled in again. I stood it for about 
an hour and then told Roger I was going to 
get up and make a fire. When I got out of 
the tent the moon was shining brightly. The 
dipper was disappearing behind the tops of 
the northern mountains—it was a beautiful, 
crisp night. One of the aborigines told me 
the next day, there had been a frost. About 
the time I had the fire going good and the 
coffee boiling, son appeared on the scene and 
said he believed his feet were frost bitten. 

A couple of nights after that 1 woke up 
about midnight and heard the patter of the 
rain on the canvas. We had put in a big 
load of hay after that cold night, so I bur¬ 
rowed deep, saying to myself, “I should worry, 
let her rain,” and she did. About five o’clock 
son woke me up by moving around, and I 
said, “What’s the matter with you ?” He wanted 
to know where the frying pan or a mess kit 
was. I asked in surprise if he was going to 
get up and cook breakfast, he never had yet. 
No, he wanted some kind of a receptacle to 
catch the water that was dropping on his 
chest. He must have touched the roof when 
it was wet, as he had a fine leak which he 
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couldn’t dodge. It looked funny to see him 
lying on his back \vith a frying pan on his 
chest, trying to go to sleep again. There 
isn’t much room to spare in a pup tent when 
two are in it; you are only comfortable when 
lying down. 

We had a cold breakfast. About ii a. m. it 
stopped raining and we got dinner. The wind 
was in the northeast and it was cold and 
damp and the boat, was wet and the grass and 
the woods were wetter, and it was rather dis¬ 
agreeable. I found the comic section of a 
New York newspaper, only about two months 
old, in the woods, and I devoured it as I sat 
by the fire. After I read that over two or 
three times I got a little leather-bound book 
of poems that the boy had in his pocket, and 
tried to read the best fifty poems of England, 
or something like that, but I’m not strong on 
poetry and after a few trials I handed it 
back. 

There was a good looking farm house about 
a mile away, and I pinned a note on Roger’s 
shirt (he had gone to sleep again in the 
tent) saying I was going over to the house 


to see if I couldn’t find something to read. 
They didn’t have anything except the news¬ 
papers, a liver pill almanac and the Bible, 
but the head of the house said if I would go 
down the road about two miles, always keep¬ 
ing to the left when the road forked, I would 
come to a big stone house; and if I told them 
he had sent me (it seems as tho son and I 
had made an impression on the old man) they 
would give me plenty to read. 

My dear Scotch friend, it was “The Attic”; 
you were miles and miles away, it was even 
seven miles to a town and a telegraph office, 
but I thought of you; and when all those 
cases of books and pamphlets get here I shall 
try to arrange them on the floor of my attic, 
just as I found them in the late owner’s; and 
if the wind doesn’t whisper thru the trees and 
the rain refuses to patter when we go thru 
them together, at least part of your dream 
has come true. 

But before you come, examine the old bank 
account, have them cast up the interest to 
date, add it on, and draw a check for the 
whole thing. It’s almost all Jerseyiana.

2. Who will handle customers so that they 
feel satisfied with the goods they purchase 
and the service they receive. 

3. Who will study each customer with a 
view to additional sales then, or at some 
future time. 

4. Whose work is founded on knowledge 
of the goods sold. 

5. Who gives satisfactory service so that 
the customer returns. Returning customers 
are necessary to a successful business. One 
can begin with a single customer and build a 
business, founded on service. 

6. Who believes in brains rather than 
standardization—you cannot standardize to 
meet every requirement. There is the same 
difference as between learning by rote and 
learning so that you know the meaning. 
Standardization fits you for one business. 
Brains fit you for any business. 

7. Who enters wholeheartedly into co¬ 
operation with employers to represent goods so 
that the general business may be profitable, in 


fact, become real co-workers. The best type 
not merely works for an employer, he works 
with him. This can be conscientiously done, 
because the average bookstore’s general policy 
provides that only meritorious books and 
merchandise shall be especially featured and 
no circular matter sent out on books not con¬ 
sidered worth while. 

8. Who realizes bad grammar is a hindrance 
to good salesmanship. 

9. Who realizes personal appearance makes 
a difference. 

10. Who realizes physical health makes a 
difference. 

11. Who realizes moral character makes a 
difference. 

12. Who realizes dignity,* if not overdone, 
helps.

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Authors and Broadcasting 

HE Authors’ League with its close contact 
with the organized body of the writers of 
music has been following closely the effect of 
broadcasting on royalties and income. The 
writers of music, who depend for their in¬ 
come on any kind of production of the music, 
are taking steps to look after their interest 
in the use of their writing for the radio as 
well as for concerts. The authors, while not 
apparently seriously considering that there is 
any present disadvantage, are conscious of 
the fact that the engineers prophesy the time 
when the broadcasting of stories and even 
whole novels will be accomplished in this 
way, and they apparently intend to make a 
statement of their rights for royalty if so 
used, in order that it may not be said that they 
had lost these rights by not following them 
up at the start. 

The Executive Committee of the Authors’ 
League has passed a motion at the fall meet¬ 
ing that no one should be a member of the 
League except producers of copyrightable 
material. This was brought about by the 
question as to the membership in the League 
of agents, publishers and editors who might 
use the League for business purposes. It 
was further decided that no member of the 
League engaged in publishing, editing or the 
purchase of copyrighted material should serve 
on any committee or in any official capacity 
in the League. 

Importance of Good Window 
Display 

T he Dry Goods Economist, October 21, 
calls attention to the comparative neglect 
of window displays as selling factors. vVhile 
nearly $500,000,000 is spent yearly for news¬ 
paper advertising the amount expended for 
window display work is relatively insignifii- 
cant. Very few merchants make such a de¬ 
tailed and complete study of the art of window 
advertising as they do in all other branches 
of their business. 

“The show windows are the first introduc¬ 
tion to the public, and as such are most val¬ 
uable when they truthfully portray the policy 
of the business and its merchandise.’’ A de¬ 
ciding factor when planning the window dis¬ 
play should be the type of clientele to which 
the store caters. This is important in choos¬ 
ing between the “light” or “heavjr” trim. Some 
of the more important considerations are a 
harmonious whole, an effective background, 
an appeal reaching the class of people who 
are the most probable customers, and a dis¬ 
play that is a true representation of the mer¬ 
chandise.

T he Associated Booksellers in England 
have just issued three attractive window 
strips for booksellers which they are selling 
at sixpence a set postpaid. These are hand- 
lettered strips and are reproduced in the 
English trade paper, The Bookseller, October 
number. The strips read:

Prepaying Duties on Advertising 
Matter to Australia 

C ATALOGS and price lists addressed to 
business houses and individuals in Aus¬ 
tralia are subject to duty upon arrival at destin- 
ajtion. The Australian tariff provides an alter¬ 
nate duty of lod. per pound, or 45 per cent 
ad valorem (whichever returns the higher 
duty) on catalogs, price lists, circulars, 
prospectuses, show cards, and photographic, 
lithographic and other printed advertising mat¬ 
ter. The customs regulations further provide 
a demurrage at the rate of 2d. for each 24 
hours or part thereof when the matter de¬ 
tained is not claimed within seventy-two hours 
after notification of detention. Naturally per¬ 
sons to whom matter of this description is 
mailed are likely to resent it if the charges 
are not prepaid, particularly if the matter is 
sent unsolicited by them. Fortunately duty 
on this matter may be prepaid by means of 
stamps, which stamps are obtainable from 
the official representative of the Common¬ 
wealth of Australia, Room 610, No. ii Broad¬ 
way, New York City. 


Return Address Required on 
Window Envelopes 

T he United States Official Postal Guide for 
October, 1922, calls the attention of all 
postmasters to the regulation requiring that 
the sender's full address must be placed in 
the upper left hand corner of all window en¬ 
velopes. Postmasters are authorized to take 
such steps as may be necessary to stop the 
use of window envelopes which do not bear 
the return address.

Amelita Galli-Curci came to the United 
States for a short sight-seeing trip with no 
intention of singing here. Her many interest¬ 
ing experiences are told in a chapter of Wil¬ 
liam Armstrong’s “The Romantic World of 
Music,” Dutton. 

The Renaissance Series in the field of belles 
lettres begins with a limited edition of “Colours” 
by Remy de Gourmont, translated by Frederick 
Reeves Asthfield. The Renaissance Series is be¬ 
ing issued by a new publishing firm, The Blue- 
faun Book Concern. 


Bertrand Russeul, author of “The Problem 
of China,” “Why Men Fight,” has in prepara¬ 
tion, with his wife, Dora Russell, a book which 
will deal with the prospects which lie before 
an industrial civilization like our own. xhe 
book will probably be ready for late autumn 
publication. 


The season’s increase in popular price 
series has been much commented on in the 
trade and in general literary magazines. The 
effort of the Macmillan Company to meet the 
demands in this field has now brought their 
popular seventy-five cent library up to over 
sixty titles. This series shows a very wide 
range of selection covering old favorites like 
“The Wreck of the Grosvenor,” poetry like 
Robinson’s “The Three Taverns,” juveniles 
like Major’s “The Bears of Blue River” and 
Latham’s “Jimmy Quigg, Office Boy,” re¬ 
ligious books like Babson’s “Religion and 
Business,” and gift books like Crother’s “Book 
of Friendship.” 


The Oxford University Press American 
Branch will have ready early next month the 
facsimile of the Old Testament text of the 
Codex Sinaiticus, reproduced from photographs 
taken at Petrograd and in Leipzig in 1913 by 
Dr. and Mrs. Kirsopp Lake. A description of 
this famous Codex and an introduction to its 
history have been contributed by Dr. Lake. It 
may be added that the production of this volume, 
completing the task begun by the Oxford Uni¬ 
versity Press by the publication in 1911 of those 
parts of the codex which contain the New 
Testament, was made possible by the enterprise 
and devotion of the editors and by the munifi¬ 
cence of an anonymous benefactor, who, in 
1913, made a most liberal gift to the British 
Academy for the purpose. 


Robert Frost has returned to the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan to hold their Fellowship in 
Creative Art. It is understood that this year 
Mr. Frost will keep more time free for his own 
writing and so a greater amount of work may 
be expected from him during the coming 
year. 

“Seneca Myths” are an extraordinary col¬ 
lection of tales told to Jeremiah Curtin by 
the old men among the Seneca Indians. The 
younger men take little interest in the old 
legends and myths and had not Mr. Curtin 
collected these tales they would have been soon 
lost. 

Readers who in the course of many months 
have followed the articles on the history 
of the Evening Post, by Allan Nevins, 
will be interested to learn that the story, 
greatly amplified has now appeared in book 
form from the press of Boni & Live- 
right under the title “The Evening Post: A 
Century of Journalism.” Beyond the story 
of the Evening Post and its contemporaries 
Mr. Nevins has given us the background of 
American political and social life in the city 
and the nation essential for an estimate of the 
role of the press. 

Prince Eitel Friedrich has just pub¬ 
lished a war diary, “Recollections of 
the First Prussian Guard Regiment,” says the 
foreign correspondent of the New York Globe 
in a recent article. The book is quite unusual 
in some respects, the author says little about 
himself and all the profits on the book are to 
be given to the widows and orphans of the 
men of his regiment killed in the war. The 
diary is said to be devoid of literary merit 
and also of sensationalism, it is merely a day 
by day account of the activities of the prince’s 
regiment 

Carpentier’s recent defeat is offset by his 
new triumph as a screen actor. He is now 
appearing in London as the gipsy fighter of 
John Overton’s novel, “My Lady April” the film 
version of which is called “A Gipsy Cavalier.” 
J. Stuart Blackton, the producer, announced 
publicly on August 31 that Carpentier had 
signed a three year contract with him and in¬ 
tended to forsake the boxing ring to devote 
himself entirely to film acting. “The Gipsy 
Cavalier” will soon be seen in this country 
and the novel, “My Lady April” has been re¬ 
cently published by Stokes.

, PUBLISHERS WASTE MONEY 

Editor, Publishers' Weekly, 

I wonder how many realize the great waste 
of postage, paper and labor there is made by 
firms not oftener revising their mailing lists. 

On March ist, 1920, I sold out my business 
and retired. I had been in a bookstore as clerk, 
partner and alone from 1871 to 1920. My father 
started the store in 1848 and personally knew 
many of the founders of the great firms now of 
world wide reputation. There was a short 
notice of my selling out the store to outside 
parties in the Publishers' Weekly at the time 
of the transaction. Of course a bookstore suc¬ 
cessfully run for seventy years by the same 
family and paying at all times one hundred cents 
on the dollar may be of too frequent occur- 
rance to deserve more than a passing notice, so 
that a short one was all that was needed. How¬ 
ever that may be, had those both in book pub¬ 
lishing and staitionery trade papers made an exr 
tended note of it I would not today be the 
recipient of all sorts of samples, books, catalogs, 
circulars and stationery not to say repeated 
letters asking why I did not continue my trade 
with them. 

Some of this mail went to a street and 
number I left in 1912 and some is even addres¬ 
sed to my father who passed away in 1903. 
All of which goes to show that either those 
who profess to sell addresses are very careless 
as well as those who are supposed to keep the 
lists up-to-date in their respective houses. If I 
were the only recipient of this sort of thing 
very little loss would be entailed. I have in¬ 
quired among my friends and find any number 
receiving all sorts of mail relating to things in 
which they have no interest whatever and some 
directed to places long since abandoned. 


Now all this matter entails an enormous 
waste and labor in the Post offices and houses 
sending out the matter. Cannot something be 
done to stop it? Shall we continue to fill our 
waste baskets? It helps in these days of short¬ 
age in coal to start our fires.

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


J OSEPH PENNELL’S article on Oiarlei 
Marqudant Bums, an artist and one of 1 ^. 
Pennell’s early teachers, originally contrib¬ 
uted to Building, has been reprinted in separate 
form. 

Charles F. Heartman held his first book 
sale in Metuchen, N. J., this week It con¬ 
sisted of early almanacs, rare broadsides, news¬ 
papers and periodicals and a few legal items. 

W. A. Gough, 41 East Sixtieth Street, has 
issued a finely printed catalog of old and rare 
curious books printed prior to the year 
in England and on the Contin^t It contams 
117 items most of which have interesting notes. 

The current catalog of Goodspced s Book 
Shop of Boston is of unusual interest. It con¬ 
tains about a thousand items consisting of 
nuals. Confederate school books, 
books, Cruikshankiana, periodicals of the Revol¬ 
utionary War, publications of the Riverside 


Press, extra-illustrated books, association books, 
and English and American first editions. 

An interesting collection of prints, old and 
new on exhibition at the Kraushaar Gallery 
French etchers are represented by Daumier, 
Forain, Legros, Fantin-Latour and Toulouse- 
Lautrec; the Americans by Whistler, John 
Sloan, Mahouri Young and Jerorne Myers. 
There is a single Dutchman, Marius Bauer. 
The exhibition contains about two hundred 
prints including both lithographs and etchings. 

The wily book sale at the Anderson Galleries 
last week was that of the library of William 
H. Richter of this city consisting of niodem 
first editions on November 6, 292 lots bringing 
^24520. Interest centered in the first edit^ 
of Dickens, all of which brought good prices, 
the three volumes of ‘‘Great Expectations,” in 
the original plum-colored cloth with canary 
colored end papers, leading at $330. 
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The Bibliographical Society of London pres¬ 
ents an interesting list of papers promised by 
members during the coming season. Among the 
subjects to be treated are: “Notes on Shake¬ 
speare’s Printers and Publishers,” by H. 
Farr; “William Strahan and His Ledger,” by 
R, A. Austen-Leigh; “Spelling as a Literary 
and Bibliographical Clue to Elizabethan 
Books,” by Miss St. C Byrne and Alfred W. 
Pollard; “The Editor of the Works of Sir 
Thomas More,” by A. W. Reed; and “The 
Fifth (1638) Edition of Burton’s Anatomy,” by 
E. Gordon Duff. 


Capt. R. B. Haselden of London, a Cam¬ 
bridge graduate who served his country during 
the world war, well known to the rare book 
trade and ooMectors of England, is coming to 
this coimtry in December and will be connected 
with Gabriel Wells’s book shop. English and 
American friends speak of his fine scholarship, 
his knowledge of rare books and his fine per¬ 
sonality. England has contributed many dis¬ 
tinguished names to the American book-trade 
and will doubtless continue to do so in the years 
to come. 


Charles F. Heartman has printed the “De¬ 
scription of the Dismal Swamp and a Proposal 
to Drain the Swamp” by William Byrd of 
Westover, edited by Earl Gregg Swem, libra¬ 
rian College of William and Mary. The idea 
to drain the Dismal Swamp appears to have 
been abandoned by Byrd but revived in 1763, 
nineteen years after his death. Washington’s 
“Diary” of 1763 contains nine pages of pencil 
notes written during this period of re-awakened 
interest and some of his letters at this time 
show that he was interested in the Dismal 
Swamp Company which was formed to carry 
thru the engineering enterprise. This volume 
is No. 38 in the Heartman Historical Series 
and is limited to 61 copies. 


The renewal of interest in wood engraving is 
shown by the present exhibition at the Art 
Center of prints and books illustrating the his¬ 
tory and development of wood engraving, held 
under the auspices of the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts. The exhibition is remarkable 
for the range of the exhibit and the richness 
of illustration of the various periods. The 
first period begins with Durer and Holbein; the 
second includes Bewick; the third the English 
mid-Victorian group; the fourth the notable 
American group of the last half century; and 
lihe fifth the French, English and Americans of 
today who are doing much to revive an interest 
in the art. The exhibition is well worth de¬ 
liberate study.
